REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Loudon: 


_ I submit herein my third annual report as superintend- 
ent of schools. 

From our statistical report we learn that we have main- 
tained an average attendance of 89 per cent. The aver- 
age attendance in all schools suffered during the severe 
winter weather, and in two schools due especially to sick- 
ness and long distance to travel over almost impassable 
roads. Tardy marks total 340, a decrease of 50 per cent. 
of the total two years ago. Yet there is a chance for 
much improvement in two or three schools of the town. 
The roll of honor has increased 30 per cent. over the 1916 
report. 


REPAIRS. 


Extensive repairs have been made to the Moore school- 
house as follows: A new floor, the ceiling sheathed, the 
walk painted, a new bookcase and wood-box, new black- 
board, new automatic desks for the pupils, teacher’s desk 
and chairs. Also the outhouses have been rebuilt, 
sheathed and vaults put in suitable condition. At the 
Village schoolhouse the ceilings and walls have been 
tinted and the woodwork painted. At the Pearl the out- 
houses have been rebuilt, sheathed and put in sanitary 
condition. I trust that provision will be made to con- 
tinue this work until all our outhouses will meet the min- 
imum requirements of our state department. | 
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CHANGE OF SCHOOL YEAR, 


Chapter 122, section 1, of the Public Statutes and Ses- 
sion Laws of New Hampshire, reads: | 

‘“The fiscal year of town and special school districts 
beginning February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, 
and thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end 
August 31, annually.”’ 

- Chapter 122, section 2: 

‘‘ At its annual meeting holden in accordance with the 
provision of section 1, chapter 90 of the Public Statutes, 
such school districts shall raise and appropriate money for 
the support of schools to be expended during the fiscal 
year beginning September 1, next succeeding.”’ 

As I interpret this law, you must make two distinct 
appropriations: one to maintain your schools from Feb- 
ruary 16, 1918, to August 31, 1918, the deficit for this 
year; the other the regular yearly appropriation to be 
expended from September 1, 1918, to August 31, 1919. 
Both appropriations practically amounting to one and one- 
half school years. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


We trust that all good citizens realize that we are help- 
ing to wage the greatest and most desperate war that the 
civilized world has ever known, that the expense of living 
has nearly doubled, that teachers must pay more money 
for their weekly board, that their surplus above living 
expenses, if any, has lost half its purchasing power, that 
any old shipyard or factory will offer a heavier pay en- 
velope than most school committees can afford, that gov- 
ernmental and private concerns are offering to clerical 
workers and typists such inducements that it not only 
cuts down the supply and quality of new teachers, but 
also will result that the competition for experienced 
teachers must inevitably cause a boost in salaries all along 
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the line. Therefore, if you wish to retain your choicest 
teaching talent, or be able to go on the market to hire such 
as your schools need, adequate financial provisions must 
be made at your annual meeting. Otherwise your school 
board may be forced to the alternatives of either employ- 
ing lower grade teachers or closing the doors of your 
schools. Certainly our nation is responding liberally to 
the destructive agencies of war that have been forced upon 
us, but let us remember that it is of equal importance that 
We respond just as liberally to our free system of public 
schools, which in the last analysis represent the construct- 
ive agencies of the eivilized world. 


CONCLUSION, 


What can our boys and girls do to help win the war for 
democracy? They ean practice conservation in their 
school life. Be economical in their use of paper, pencils, 
books, wood, ete., and thus help their parents and citizens 
in the burdens of taxation. They should improve every 
moment of school life to prepare their minds for the activ- 
ities of citizenship which will very soon devolve upon 
them. It is the desire of the state department that every 
child from the first grade to the eighth grade shall have 
and take care of a garden this summer. The department 
wants thirty thousand gardens planted and one hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of food raised by the children of 
the state of New Hampshire. These gardens should be 
planted largely to beans, peas and potatoes. 

The size of gardens should be: First grade, 10 feet by 
5 feet; second grade, 10 feet by 10 feet; third grade, 10 
feet by 20 feet; 4th and 5th grades, 20 feet by 20 feet; 
sixth and seventh grades, one-fourth acre; eighth grade, 
one-half acre. We trust that parents may co-operate in 
every way to bring about these results. 

Finally, I wish to admonish the citizens of Loudon that 
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there never was a time when it was more essential that 
we keep our boys and girls in school, regardless of finan- 
cial attractions from the outside ; that we realize that after 
this war the training of youth, the continuation of preva- 
lent educational activities, the formation of- new ideals 
will fall largely on the youth just coming into manhood 
and womanhood; that the boys and girls in our schools 
today will soon be called to take up the business, educa- 
‘tional and religious responsibilities of our nation. 

-Your school board makes requisition that the following 
sums be raised for the support of schools the coming year: 


High school tuition, $700 - 
Text-books and supplies, } 125 
Flags and appurtenances, 10 


I take pleasure in acknowledging the continued and 
hearty support of your school board in all effort in behalf 
of the schools, and whatever of success may have attended 
my efforts is largely due to the earnest co-operation and 
response of the teachers, the wise counsel of the school 
board and the kind sympathy of the patrons of the schools.
